CHILD TRAINING IS GIVEN A TEST 
A little less than a y ear ag o a g roup of New 
York psy cholog ists g ot the chance to take over 
the training of two newly born twin brothers. 
They set out to g ive all their elaborate theories 
of child-training a test. One of the lads, named 
Johnny , was put throug h a stiff course of sprouts 
from the very start — daily courses of ex ercise, 
sy stematic instruction in the use of his limbs, 
and so on. Jimmie, the other y oung ster, was 
pretty much let alone to develop in his own way . 
He g ot the same food and g eneral care that 
Johnny g ot, but he was allowed to spend most of 
his time in his crib, play ing with his toes, g urg ­ 
ling and conversing with himself in blissful soli­ 
tude. 
The other day the assembled psy cholog ists g ot 
the children out and put them throug h their 
paces to see which one had developed the more. 
Johnny , who had had all the training , out­ 
shone his brother all the way throug h. He ex ­ 
celled at climbing stairs, at paddling about in a 
pool, at m anipulating little brain-testing g adg ets 
and at other feats of skill and streng th. Jimmie, 
as a racing fan would say , finished nowhere. 
But the most interesting thing about the whole 
business was this: 
Jimmie, badly outclassed in every test, was 
nevertheless the happier of the two. 
Ex pert Johnny wore a premature frown most, 
of the time. His responsibilities seemed to rest 
heavily on his wee shoulders. He was serious, 
very much in earnest, q uite eng rossed by all his 
cares. 
And Jimmie, unskilled and unworried, kept 
wearing a cheerful g rin. He was no g reat shakes 
as an infant prodig y , and he didn’t care. His 
failures depressed him not at all. He was, in 
short, a perfectly happy child. 
Just how much importance oug ht to be a t­ 
tached to this fascinating ex periment isn’t clear. 
Probably 
the 
psy cholog ists 
themselves don’t 
know. But any parent who shares the old feel­ 
ing that a flock of laug hs and a long stretch of 
utterly carefree happiness are among childhood’s 
most invaluable possessions will feel the old- 
fashioned, unscientific reg ime emerg es from this 
test with the g reater part of the laurels.

BEER BECOMES LEGAL 
The beer bill has been sig ned by President 
Roosevelt as the final step in its enactm ent as a 
law, and th at beverag e now becomes leg al in 


sale and consumption in those states which do 
not have a law prohibiting it. 
The passag e of the law does not remove the 
confusion which surrounds the situation. The 
eig hteenth amendment is still in force and le­ 
g alizing 3.2 per cent beer had to be done on the 
basis th at it was non-intox icating . Opponents of 
the measure declare th at it is and are said to 
be preparing to wag e a leg al fig ht to declare the 
act unconstitutional. 
W hether or not 3.2 per cent beer is intox icat­ 
ing , of course, is more or less theoretical. It is 
possible th at it mig ht be to certain people while 
it would not be to others. It is also possible that 
it mig ht be under certain conditions while it 
wouldn’t be under others. At any rate it wouid 
take a g reat amount of it to intox icate a person 
and every one would soon become accustomed to 
it. However, if the opponents could prove the 
least dang er of it being intox icating , it mig ht 
prove their case. It is certain that the burden 
of proof rests with the dry s for Cong ress has 
declared that the new beer is not intox icating . 
It is very probable th at the new law will 
weather the storm of attacks in view of the over­ 
whelming sentim ent ex pressed in Cong ress and 
in the leg islatures of the various states which 
acted on the q uestion recently . Public sentiment 
is ail powerful and reg ardless of how close the 
percentag e borders on intox ication, if beei is 
wanted, it will be had.

One should not be satisfied 
until his soil is built up to the 
hig hest state of productiveness. 
This can be accomplished by 
adding fertilizers th at will sup­ 
ply the elements needed for a 
max imum crop. It may be said, 
however, th at any soil th at will 
produce a crop of weeds will also 
produce a crop of veg etables, so 
y ou mig ht as well be thinking of 
the thing s y ou intend to plant. 
The farm er often asserts th at 
his crops are made of wind and 
water, and this statem ent is lit­ 
erally 
true.

and oils th at are used for food 
are made from the water in the 
soil and the carbon-diox ide in 
the air. Plants are the only food- 
making thing s in the world and 
our job seems to be to keep them 
a t it. Althoug h no fertilizers are 
needed for food making , there 
are certain elements in the soil 
th at the plant must have in or­ 
der to live and work, and if these 
are lacking the plants will die. 


dry out, they are likely to form 
clods th a t are difficult to m an­ 
ag e. Sandy soils are not easily 
puddled and are better for early 
g ardens 
since 
they 
may 
be 
worked sooner. Plants find it dif­ 
ficult to g row in a puddled soil. 
We may see evidences of this in 
places where a patch or road has 
been returned to cultivation. For 
y ears, thereafter, one may dis­ 
ting uish the outlines by the 
stunted

When one wants to know what 
elements are lacking in his soil, 
he may ask the plants about it 
by spading up a long bed and 
dividing it into sections, each of 
which is treated with a different 
fertilzer-wood ashes, rock phos- 
pftote, bone meal, lime, stable 
manure, etc. A sing le section 
should be left untreated as a 
check. By sowing seeds of vari­ 
ous plants leng thwise of the bed, 
the y oung plants, in contrast to 
those on the check section, will 
show by their g reater vig or, ex ­ 
actly w hat fertilizer will improve 
the g rowth of their particular 
kind. Since some kinds of ferti- 
lizeds work best in conjunction 
with others, it may be well to use 
more than one kind on some sec- 
tins.

Very fine g rained soils consist 
larg ely of silt or mud.
